1. At 1530 22 November 1950, Mr. Murphy of FDS /West accompanied 

C 43 of OPC to a meeting of the OPC Consultants’ Committee 

called to discuss the policy aspects of increased American support to 
the Ukrainian underground through the medium of a joint 0S0-0PC project. 
In his introductory remarks to the committee, C JJ clearly 

indicated that the CARTEL project had been developed to its present 
level entirely by CS0». 

2. Mr. Murphy outlined briefly for the committee the background 
of the project leading to the recent successful completion of an in and 
out courier operation. The conclusions draw from the material brought 
out by this courier team were also discussed along the lines indicated 
in the reference memorandum. 

3. At present, a joint 0S0-0PC project to cover an expanded effort 
to support the Ukrainian resistance is in the planning stage and should 
be submitted for ADSO and ADPC approval within the week. In addition, 

it is contemplated that a joint memorandum, outlining generally the facts 
discussed with the Consultative Committee, will be prepared for presenta- 
tion to concerned officials in the Department of State. This memorandum 
will include recommendations for some modification of present policy 
toward the Ukrainian liberation movement in terms of better Ukrainian 
language programming on VOA. This modification was requested by the 
resistance movement and is considered by them to be of the utmost 
importance . 

4. Attached hereto is a copy of an item on this subject forwarded 
to the DCI through OPC channels on 22 November.
